CONSTRUCTION OF WORD 


“The net point.” said Mr. Rrereton 
Barry, “turns on the construction of one 
word—the word ‘re-try’ in Section 5, Sub- 
section 1, of the Courts of Justice Act, 
1928—and the question for determination can 
be stated in this way. whether that word 
‘re-try’ and the direction for a retrial 
made under that section is satisfied by a 
trial which does not result in a verdict, or 
whether it requires a trial, mcluding a ver- 
dict. and determination of the case. Jf that 
word in the section. requires a trial, and if 
‘trial’ is to be construed as including a ver- 
dict, then I admit that the trial judge had 
full jurisdiction to try the case; but if it is 
satisfied by a trial in what I call the 
broadest sense of the term—nct necessarily 
resulting in a verdict—then my submission 
is that there was no jurisdiction to try the 
case on this occasion.’ 


DEATH SENTENCE 


Dealing with the history of the case, Mr. 
Brereton Barry said that Kelly was originally 
tried before Mr. Justice O’Byrne and a jury 
in November, 1936, and was found guilty 
and sentenced to death. From that conviction 
he appealed to the Court of Criminal A ' 
Objections were taken to the trial judge s 
charge, and that branch of the appeal failed, 
but the appeal was also based on the ground 
that witnesses were available for the defence 
who had not been available at the previous 
trial.

last occasion. The first Courts of Justice Act 
did not provide for an order by the Court 
of Criminal Appeal directing the re-trial of a 
risoner, and at present the corresponding 
Co in England had no such jurisdiction. 
The Courts of Justice Act, 1928, conferred 
this jurisdiction on the present Court, and 
if the conviction was quashed before 1928 
this would amount to an acquittal, and Kelly 
could not be re-tried.

On his behalf a:conditiona] order of habeas 
corpus was obtained, and subseq was 
made absolute, the High Court holding that 
the attachment order failed to show. any 
authority from Circuit Court for its 
issue, and was bad on its face, and an order 
was made for the appellant's release. 

The appellant in his action for damages 
for alleged wrongful arrest ‘and false im- 
prisonment stated that Michael B. Wallace 
and Seoirse MacNiocaill caused and procured 
his arrest and. his imprisonment in Limerick, 
and that the Governor of Limerick Prison 
placed. him in the ordinary part of the 
prison, and that he was treated like an 
ordinary. . prisoner. i 

The. trial judge, on the application of 
counsel for the defendants, withdrew the 
case. from the jury, and airected a verdict 
for all three defendants, with costs. He 
said that all that had been proved was that 
an order attaching O Conghaile was obtained 
in the Circuit Court; that Mr. MacNiocaill 
issued the order made by the Circuit 
judge; and that. the Prison Governor 
received Ó Conghaile on the authority of that 
order, which was subsequently quashed in 
the High Court. The action was taken on 
the strength of a document issued from a 
judicial authority, and, although the docu- 
ment was later set aside, he was not 
satisfied that that justified the plaintiff in 
that action in seeking to recover damages 
against one who obtained the order, and 
others who acted upon it quite bona fide. 

He saw no evidence whatever to suggest 
that the County Registrar acted otherwise 
in the matter than in his purely administra- 
tive capacity, and he ought it rather 
strange that he should be accused of having 
conspired with one of the parties in a civil 
action. He did not see anything to justify 
the allegation against any of the parties.

Terence Rooney is charged with having, 
whilst engaged in the public service, stolen 
£119 12s. in cash, £18 16s. in postage stamps, 
£15 in Health and Pension stamps, £4 15s. 
in unemployment stamps and 2s. 2d. in Re- 
venue stamps. 

Both men pleaded not guilty.

This work finally established Casimir’s 
reputation as an artist of no mean talent, and 
the Grand Duke Vladimir Alexandrovitch of 
Russia, who was President of the Imperial 
Academy at St. Petersburg, specially came 
with his suite to the studio on rue Bara 3 to 
see the picture on its completion. The Duke 
evinced Lan interest in my father’s work, 
aud asked him why he was not studying and 
exhibiting in Petersburg. Casimir, like a 
true Pole, diplomatically rejoined : “ Because 
the climate. there does not suit my health, 
Your Highness |" | 

This picture, together with my father’s 
portrait of ‘“‘Constance in White,” was 
exhibited in the Great Exhibition of 1900 in 
the Grand Palais. It was also shown with 
success in St. Petersburg and Warsaw, and 
some years later in Dublin. It was finally 
acquired by Mrs. Dames Longworth, an 
American, who, I believe, presented it to the 
Polish Embassy in London, 

The portrait of Constance, showing her in 
profile, in a high-waisted white evening. gown, 
was consid also a fine piece of work, and 
one of the best pictures ever made of her, 
We had it always in our home, but where it 
is now I cannot tell; I believe it See 
during the trouble, like many other gs.

Sir Francis Gore married an heiress, Anne 

Parke, a Cromwellian, but, managed to ingra- 
tiate himself as well with the Royalists—and 
came off quite well by his astuteness. Inci- 
dentally, he gained the reputation of being 
a just and moderate man, for those times, and 
in 1652, as High Commissioner of Justice, 
refused to concur to the sentence for the 
execution of Lord Mayo. 
_ The present Gore th title was created 
in 1760, when Booth Gore, Esq., of Lissadell, 
Co, Sligo, was made a Baronet. of Ireland. He 
was succeeded by his brother, Sir Booth 
Gore, Second Baronet, who died unmarried in 
1804. The title then devolved on his brothor, 
Sir Robert Newcomen Gore, Third Baronet, 
who assumed by sign manual the additional 
surname and arms of Booth that same year. 

Sir Robert married, in November, 1804, 
Hannah Irwin, of Streamstown, Co. Sligo, 
whose mother, Anne, was an heiress of the 
Dee Scottish House of Stewart—of Horn 

ead, Co. Donegal—a daughter of the male 
representative of the Darnley Stuarts [or 
Stewarts). 

Sir Kobert Gore Booth was succeeded by 
his eldest son, Sir Robert, 4th Bayonet, and 
syrandfather of Constance. In 1830 he married 

iss Caroline Susan Goold, of Limerick, 
whose elder sister became Lady Dunraven. 
The Misses Goold were noted beauties of their 
time, and, judging by a contemporary engrav- 
ing in my possession, it would not “be an 
exaggeration to assume that Constance 
inherited a great deal of her good looks from 
her lovely grandmother. 

Sir Robert was a kind-hearted, and genial 
country squire, and a bistorian of Sligo pays 
him this tribute: “‘ As a landlord, Sir Robert 
must be classed with the best, for he let his 
lands at their value, and never, presséd for 
rent, as is sometimes done by others ...... 
always allowing his tenants plenty of time to 
wait for and sell (their stock) in the best 
market.” He was a member of Parliament for 
many years. <A great lover of music, he 
played the ‘cello himself, and it was he who 
installed the great organ in the Gallery at 
Lissadell, where he often held recitals of 
chamber music. : 

He was a great rider to hounds as well. 
and kept at his own expense the famous 
Lissadell Harriers, which were discontinued 
after his death. One can visualise the small 
Con, on her tiny Shetland, Kelpie, — 
one of the meets, in charge of a haras 
groom, at which her grandfather was Master.

SEEKING STABILITY

The Times observes editorially to-day: 
Mr. McKenna’s speech in Birmingham to 
the National Union of Manufacturers was 
a welcome antidote to the disappointing 
figures in the latest unemployment re- 
turns. He firmly refused to interpret the 
set-back in certain sections of trade during 
the past few weeks as the herald of a 
general decline, and he attributed the 
partial slackening to the recent fall in 
commodity prices caused by developments 
in the United States.

RETREAT IMPOSSIBLE 


According to Japanese reports from 
Nanking the garrison there will find re- 
treat almost impossible owing to the lack 
of boats in which to cross the river and 
the danger of aerial attack. 

The Forei Consuls in Shanghai 
already have n officially fidiniahelt by 
the Japanese to urge their nationals to 
evacuate Nanking without delay, in view 
of the danger to which the city is exposed. 

The Japanese Embassy spokesman said 
yesterday that the nature of the terrain 
and the Chinese defence works compel the 
Japanese to regard Nanking as one large 
fortification. 

Therefore, he added, they could not give 
any assurances concerning the so-called 
“ safety zone,’ nor be responsible if 
hostilities extended there. Persons who 
moved from the city into the “' safety 
zone “ did so at their own risk, 


SIEGE GUNS 


The Japanese forces are closing in upon 
Nanking and are bringing up siege guns, 
says & Reuter Tokyo telegram. They are 
apparently marking time in the expecta- 
tion of some change in the régime in 
Nanking consequent on General Chiang 
Bai-shek’s departure. The Japanese com- 
manders are suid to be very anxious to 
spare Nanking the horror of being 
stormed. 

Last afternoon the Japanese claimed 
to have occupied all the strategically 
important points in the suburbs of 
Nanking. 

These points are stated to include the 
Infantry School, the Artillery School and 
the Artillery Brigade Headquarters. The 
Japanese troops were reported tobe getting 
into battle array for launching a full-dress 
attack against Nanking. 1e Chinese 
troops in Nanking, it was stated, were 
still offering resistance; but their major 
objective appeared ¢o be to cover the retreat 
of the main body of the Chinese forces 
from the capital.
